Tuition Increase Cut 
For the 1973-74 Year 


Tuition at Broome Community 
College will rise in the fall for 
the fifth time in seven years, but 
late in June no one was yet sure 
what the new tuition rate would 
be. 


It will either be $575 or $600 
for the year for full-time day stu- 
dents, depending on how much 
money the state adds to its con- 
tribution to the college. Tuition 
for the past college year was 
$525, 


A state law passed at the end 
of the legislative session and 
signed by Gov. Rockefeller will 
give each community college an 
additional amount up to $150 for

each full-time student enrolled in 
non-business-oriented programs. 

Word was still awaited by col- 
lege officials as to how much “up 
to $150” is and what the term 
“non-business-oriented program” 
means. An interpretation was ex-

The cost of operating the col- 
lege during the 1973-74 college 
year is expected to rise to $5,750, 
000 from last year’s budget of 
$5,417,425. 

Part-time students will pay $14 
per quarter credit hour or $21 
per semester credit hour. And in 
all cases out-of-state students will 
as usual pay double the tuition 
Se. noted above.

Broome Community College is 
now in Phase 2 of president Sig- 
mund Smith’s reorganization of 
the administrative staff. Phase 1 
was virtually completed in May, 
when chairmen were named for 
18 of the college’s 19 academic 
departments, 


Phase 2 consists of the search 
for three vice-presidents and four 
deans. Selection committees are 
currently evaluating applicants 
from both on-campus and off for 
these posts. 


The three vice-presidents, who 
will serve immediately under pres- 
ident Smith and report directly to 
him, are for administration, aca- 
demic affairs, and student affairs. 


The deans will fill positions 
formerly called divisional directors, 
and they will be in the four aca- 
demic areas of liberal arts, health 
sciences, business, and science and 
engineering technologies, 


President Smith has insisted that 
the consultative process be used in 
making all selections. Thus the 
above positions will be filled by 
candidates whose qualifications will 
be judged either by those who will 
be serving under them or by 
committees broadly representative 
ot all campus elements. 


The department chairmen were 
selected by the faculty members 
within the departments before 
approval by President Smith.

Full-Time Enrollment to Drop Slightly in Fall 


Liberal Arts 
Main Reason 
For Decline 


The statewide and _ national 
trends of declining college enroll- 
ment will have an effect on 
Broome Community College in 


the fall, according to director of 
admissions Robert Pufky. 


Mr. Pufky believes the incom- 
ing freshman class (Class of 1975) 
will number about 1300 students. 
That compares with 1370 in last 
year’s freshman class. 


The drop in the number of ap- 
plicants for the liberal arts pro- 
gram is the main reason for this 
decrease, Mr, Pufky said. “We 
will probably be down about 100 
in our liberal arts admissions, 
mainly because many of the four- 
year colleges in the state are ac- 
cepting students whose qualifica- 
tions would have kept them out in 
previous years,” he explained. 


Mr. Pufky pointed to a slight 
increase in enrollment in four 
curricula — engineering science, 
chemical technology, _ electrical 
technology and nursing. He also 
said that enrollment looks to be 
about the same as last year in 
business programs, health sciences 
and mechanical and civil tech- 
nology, 


“There has been a great inter- 
est shown by applicants to en- 
roll in the health science curri- 
cula,” Mr. Pufky said. “But we 
cannot admit larger numbers in 
most of these programs, because 
we have a limit on the number of 
people that hospitals and doctor’s 
offices can accommodate for their 
practical or clinical experiences.” 


The college has also suspended 
its curricula in environmental 
health technology because of a 
lack of job opportunities in the 
field, so that there are obviously 
no students in this program for the 
Class of 1975,

Not Returning in Fall 


In the administrative reorgani- 
zation at Broome Community Col- 
lege, there are a few instances in 
which peiple will not be back at 
the college in the fall, 

One of these resulted from the 
decision to place the continuing 
education effort of the college 
under the jurisdiction of the aca- 
demic affairs office instead of 
having it retained as a separate 
division, thus embracing the one- 
college concept.

Instead there will be an associ- 
ate dean, four assistant deans and 
the department chairmen who will 
work with the four deans, who 
have been given expanded roles in 
administering the continuing edu- 
cation effort, 


This change in emphasis was 
largely responsible for the fact 
that Carleton S. Everett, dean of 
continuing education division, will 
not be back at the college in the 
fall, as the dean of continuing 
education position has been elimin- 
ated. 

Other changes made at this 
writing include the resignation of 
administrative dean Harvey N. 
Roehl and the decision of dean 
of the college Herbert L. Durst 
to return to classroom teaching. 


Roehl has said that he will de- 
vote his full time and efforts to 
the conduct of the book publish- 
ing business he has developed on 
a part-time basis through the 
years, 


Durst, who was acting president 
of the college from Aug. 1, 1972 to 
Feb. 1, 1973, stated that “I have

Reason for Audit 


At BCC Explained 


A state field audit that started 
in April is still underway at 
Broome Community College, and 
it is expected to continue for sev- 
eral more weeks. 

In connection with this audit, 
BCC President Sigmund Smith 
made this announcement shortly 
after it began: 

“It is my position as campus 
president and as a public official 
that I have the responsibility to 
report reguJarly and _ periodically 
to those who hold me accountable 
for the affairs of the college. 

“In this light I am indicating 
that during the past several weeks 
a number of irregularities in. the 
management of the Finance Office 
at Broome Community College 
has been brought to my atten- 
tion. These reported irregularities 
were of a serious enough nature to 
convince me to ask State Univer- 
sity and the State Controller’s 
office to send a team of people to 
the campus in late March, 

“After a two-day audit, these 
steps have been taken: 

“First, a programmed full state 


audit of the college was resched- 
uled, and it commenced on April 
16, 1973. 

“Second, the incumbent finance 
officer gave me a letter of resi- 
gnation that was accepted, effec- 
tive April 17. Mr, Alan Roth has 
been appointed the new finance 
officer and will report to work on 
May 21. (He is now on the job). 

“The substance of the irregular- 
ities has been shared with the 
county executive, the chairman of 
the Education Committee of the 
County Legislature, the college’s 
Board of Trustees and appropriate 
personnel in SUNY’s Central Of- 
fice. Specific details will be forth- 
coming in the months ahead, as 
the state auditors prepare their 
field audit reports for my review 
and response, 

“When an analysis of the audit 
information is completed, then 
further action by the college ad- 
ministration may be appropriate. 
There will be no further state- 
ments on the matter, however, 
until the full state audit is com- 
pleted.”

866 Graduates Interesting Cross Section of You 


Closer Tie Between College, Community Pledged 


Pres. Smith 
Cites Needs 
At Graduation 


Achieving a closer tie between 
Broome Community College and 
the community it serves will be 
“the most intriguing task of the 
1970’s” college president Sigmund 
A Smith told the 1973 graduating 
class and their relatives and guests 
at commencement. 


One of the most significant 
thrusts for community college 
education in the days ahead in this 
decade is to expand community 
services, he said, 


Community colleges must extend 
educational opportunities to all 
citizens of the community, es- 
pecially the ‘‘newly defined stu- 
dent — the young, the old, min- 
orities, women, physically and per- 
haps the mentally retarded, par- 
olees, inmates, the rich, the poor, 
teachers, civil servants, govern- 
ment employees.” 


Whereas the college’s commun- 
ity involvement has been lodged 
in one isolated division of the 
college up to now, President Smith 


pointed out that the change in | 


emphasis’ will require the ‘“dedi- 
cation and effort of every non- 
teaching professional on the staff 
and all the teaching faculty.” 


Faculty members must be totally 
involved in all phases of planning 
community services, President 
Smith. said, observing that this 
would depend for maximum ef- 
fectiveness on a faculty merit 
system designed by the faculty. 
It would include such features as 
leaves, reduced loads, better pay 
and more promotional opportun- 
ities, 


Well trained staff and external 
consultants must act as change 
agents and work with the faculty 
in creating a campus environment 
favorable to change and eliminat- 
ing negative attitudes that con- 
stitute barriers to moving in new 
directions. 


Funding must fit into these new 


patterns, too, he noted. And an 
improved communication system 
that would “zero in on_ such 


things as isolating, collecting, pro- 
cessing, analyzing and dissemin- 
ating information about the com- 
munity that can be and is needed 
in the total decision-making pro- 
cess.” 


New alternatives characterized 
by flexibility are essential to this 
new approach, These would in-

remedial programs, learning clinics, 
computer-based instruction,  in- 
dependent study, pass-fail options,

and women. 
A wide range of work-study 


“cooperative” programs and “study 
a while, than work a while” pat- 
terns should be made available to 
students, he said. Improved grad- 
ing practices stressing success 
rather than failure are needed, too, 
as well as faculty involvement in 
professional experiences ‘outside 
the campus. 


“Total community involvement, 
in short, is a notion for BCC 
whose time has arrived,’ he con- 
cluded, 
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The Class of 1973 left the col- 
lege gifts worth “more than 
$9,000,” according to Student 
Senate President Michael Supa. 


The gift was a new sound sys- 
tem and a new lighting system, 
as well as the renovations made in 
the Student Activities Building 
when it was converted from a 
classroom building to its current 
use during the college year. 


Supa explained this to graduates 
and their 4,000 guests at the com- 
mencement at the Broome County 
Veterans Memorial Arena.

He also expressed high praise 
for the education he and his class- 
mates had received at the college.

The Class of 1973 was Broome 
Community College’s largest ever, 
as 866 received a total of 868 as- 


sociate degrees, Two _ graduates 
earned two degrees each — Gerry 
Hackett in business and in elec- 
trical technology, and Stephen 
Gracin in electrical and civil tech- 
nology. 

The graduates ran the age 
gamut from teens to 50’s, as 


nursing graduates Barbara Hamlin 
and Martha Kissel are in their 
mid-fifties and eager to get into 
nursing, 

The class included parents of 
large families, too, as well as twin 
sisters Pamela and Paula Wynnyk, 
husband and wife Donald and 
Esther Tillotson, and a young 
lady from Taiwan named Hannah 
Hu, 

Padraic Kane is the father of 
seven children, Dolores William- 
son the mother of six and Sharon 
Stewart the motheer of five, They 
earned their degrees in environ- 
mental health technology, business 
and nursing, respectively. 

Nancy Hill became the first 
woman to graduate from the col- 
lege’s environmental health tech- 
nology curriculum, and there were 
five men who received their de- 





grees in the nursing program. 

Furthermore, 73 of the gradu- 
ates earned their degrees as part- 
time students who took most of 
their course work at night over a 
number of years ranging from two 
to 15 years. 

Graduation was held at the 
new Broome County Veterans 
Memorial Arena, and it attracted 
about 4,000 spectators. 

Of the 868 degrees that were 
awarded, there were 294 in lib- 
eral arts, 257 in business, 137 in 
health sciences, 107 in engineer- 
ing technology and 73 in the divis- 
ion of continuing education,

In making his recommendations 
to the Task Force, President Smith 
told the group that they should 
address themselves to the follow- 
key goals: 


“1__Full and equal job oppor- 
tunities for minorities and women. 
This involves the development of 
affirmative action plans, including 
realistic goals and time tables for 
the recruitment and promotion of 
minorities and women at all levels 


(faculty, administration, non- 
teaching professionals, civil ser- 
vice). 


“2-Content of courses must be 
revised, where necessary, to give 
a balanced account of minorities’ 
and women’s contributions to our 


society. Clearly, every course 
of study (including specialized 
“trade” or technical courses) 


should be open equally to men 
and women, blacks and whites. 


“3—Equal opportunity for wo- 
men so that they receive necessary 
education to enter all professions 
or work on an equal basis with 
men, We should provide special 
opportunities for women whose 
education was interrupted by mar- 
riage and family responsibilities; 
we should try to schedule courses 
at times that are convenient for 
women with families. 


“4 _Tdentify areas within the 
college where problems concerning 
equal employment opportunities 
exist, 


“S—Develop plans for the re- 
cruitment of more minority stu- 
dents and set reasonable time 
tables for implementation.” 


The task force is one of eight 
established by President Smith to 
help study priority items on the 
campus. The others are addressing 
themselves to these concerns: 


Grading practices, faculty loading, 
professional staff evaluation, reme- 
dial programs, marketing the col- 
lege, rewriting the Professional 
Staff Handbook, and continuing 
education, 

The task forces have already be- 
gun their work, and most of them 
have Dec. 1, 1973 as the target 
date to complete their missions.

Class in Marketing 
Does Survey for County 


By conducting a survey that 
drew 4,000 responses, marketing 
students at Broome Community 
College found it “obvious” that 
Broome and the surrounding coun- 
ties need a new improved public 
transit system. 

The survey showed that 92% 
of those responding were not sat- 
isfied with the present system’s 
service, routing, hours of service, 
comfort and equipment. 

It was felt, too, that the service 
rendered was not worth the cost, 
and that the quality of service and 
equipment were decreasing while 
the fares were increasing. 

The survey, which addressed it- 
self to the problem and not to 
the solution, revealed a number of 


opinions. For example: 

While only 21.5% of those sur- 
veyed have ever utilized the pres- 
ent system, 74.9% answered that 
they would be interested in a 
new system and 71.5% _ stated 
that they would utilize the sys- 
tem if it were initiated. 

The survey was entitled “The 
Feasibility of a New Improved 
Public Rapid Surface Transit Sys- 
tem,” and it was conducted for 
the Broome County Board of 
Planning, the Region and State 
Department of Transportation, 
SUNY Binghamton and the BCC 
Business Department, 

It should be noted that the 
survey covered the surrounding 
counties, as well as Broome.

It was a good spring for Hornet 
athletics, as the tennis team’s 
fourth consecutive undefeated 
season (in dual competition) led 
to an over-all record of 35 wins 
and 11 losses. 


The tennis team won all 14 of 
its dual matches to run the un- 
beaten streak to 56 in succession.

Davenport played varsity soccer 
at St. Bonaventure University, as 
well as in high school at Spencer- 
port and with a semi-pro team in 
Rochester after his college days.

Rosics and Rick Heichemer each 
won all 21 matches he played dur- 
ing the season (singles and 
doubles) up to but not including 
the nationals.

Chris Kelly was 8-1, Jim Swert- 
fager 13-1, Dave Marca 13-1 and 
Jim Judski 6-0. 

First baseman Tom Welch was 
the most valuable player on coach 
Ed Daub’s baseball team, with 
catcher Mark Rogers the top hit- 
ter with his .407 average Both 
made first team all-regional. It 
was Rogers’ second consecutive 
year batting over .400 and Welch 
hit .397 and drove in a team- 
leading 24 runs in 22 games. 

Larry Wantuck was the top 
pitcher with a 5-2 won-lost record 
and a 1.94 earned run average.

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1200 Students to Take Courses This Summer 


Over Half 


Enrolled in 
Night Courses 


The summertime: is still consi- 
dered prime vacation time by 
many people, especially when it 
comes to colleges. But there are 
about 1200 students at Broome 
Community College this summer 
plus faculty members who are con- 
cerned with books, classes, exam- 
inations and grades, 


That’s the approximate number 
of students enrolled in courses at 
the college. 


This number includes about 1150 
part-time students taking courses 
in the college’s Summer Session. In 
addition, about 60 full-time stu- 
dents in the medical laboratory 
technology and X-ray technology 
curricula are either taking reg- 
ularly scheduled classes or are 
working in hospitals or laboratories 
in the community completing the 
practicum part of their programs. 


More than half of the Summer 
Session students are taking even- 
ing courses, as that part of the 
offerings was recently expanded 
to accommodate an obviously in- 
creased interest in after-supper 
classes. 


Students are also exercising the 
options available to take courses 
of different lengths, as some have 
four-week terms, some five, six, 
eight and even 10 weeks. 

It’s possible, too, for a student 
to take an entire year’s worth of 
credit in a course in two terms of 
four weeks each, because the stu- 
dent attends classes every day in- 
stead of three times a week during 
a regular college year, 


Students in the Summer Session 
fall mainly into three categories — 
(1) full-time day Broome Com- 
munity College students who are 
making up for past deficiencies or 
lightening their loads for next year, 
(2) full-time students of other 
colleges who are residents of 
Broome County and are also 
lightening future loads or making 
up for past failures, and (3) work- 
ing adults in the community who 
are continuing to take evening 
courses during the summer just 
as they do in the fall, winter and 
spring.

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Book Written 
By Faculty 
Member 


A textbook on electrical circuit 
analysis has been written by, 
Alan C. Dixon, assistant profes- 
sor of electrical technology at 
Broome Community College. 

The book, published by the 
Charles E, Merrill Publishing Co. 
in March, is entitled Network 
Analysis and it is. designed for 
use in the second year of college 
level work. 

Prof. Dixon has_ intentionally 
made his book computer-oriented, 
enabling students to work out 
many of the problems on digital 
computer that most colleges have. 

He has designed his book to be 
an easily readable approach to 
network ideas, purposely elimin- 
ating details that will seldom be 
needed by practicing engineers. 

The text covers standard net- 
work analysis material, and it does 
require prerequisite courses in 
electrical circuits and _ calculus. 
Problems are included at the end 
of each chapter.
